A most admirable undertaking — 
and the article in the British Journal for December 18, in which the 
plan and aims are set forth, is deeply suggestive and appealing. 

The training school for nurses in Paris has had a most satisfactory 
final examination, and a number of the most meritorious graduates have 
been placed on the permanent staff. The nurses who have received their 
certificates are forming a nurses' league or alumnae association, a very 
interesting mark of the new order of things.
